The question of cletjiliness is an- 


other on "which tho ideas of the 
French and English tire at variance. 
In Frnnce tho cleaiih'ucss of the thing 
seen ia the primary consideration; in 
England things both isi'en and un- 
seen are required to bo clean. 
Cleanliness in the preparation of food, 
iu the outer clothing oil the body, in 
the elimination of dust, is always re- 
markable in France, and dirt is never 
allowed to offend the eye. Unfor- 
tunately the gonius of the nation for 
cleanliness ends here, and the neces- 
sity of water as a purifier in towns 
like Palis, where the supply is inad- 
equate, is insufficiently recognized. 
It is not understood among the lower 
aud middle classes that if it is beauti- 
ful to live in an apparent state of 
cleanliness it is equally so to exist in 
a real one, aud that as long as sani- 
tation and hygiene are put into a cor- 
ner as troublesome sciences, which 
are costly, to no visible advantage, 
perfect liviug cannot bo attained. 


Tlio whole ecu tiuent suffers from in- 


sufficiency uf ablution, and although 
in fashionable households tho morn- 
ing bath has succeeded in establish- 
ing itfafli a large proportion of the 
populatiou is content to live iu a state 
of inner grmiiuess. It is hardly nec- 
essary to allude to the persistent vio 
lation of health principles by archi- 
tects. They aru not blamed for their 
dangcroiw chregai d lor the essential 
conditions of healthy living, aud they 
are therefore indifferent upon the 
subject, tho more so as the nation at 
large bas impaired the seusitiveueorf 
of its olfactory iifcive by familiarity 
with irritants.

At first, Honiiossy wanted to 
got oiit of tlio tub, tat in a few days he 
became as comfortable as could lio ex- 
pected and did not object. A largo por- 
tion of Iiis body was rmdor water nearly 
all tho timo, and the afflicted part has 
been constantly uuder \s-ater for BIX 
weeks.

ANCIENT WRITING MATERIAL. 


ack TIu-oiiKli tl,n 1'a.pcr Pevi<wl to thti DaT* 


c,i' Wax Tablets. 


Before the- invention • of paper, 


enormous quantities of which are 
manufactured at the present time, 
the material on which pcoploiwrote 
then was a very costly afl'uir. For 
that reason it was very fortunate 
that our forefathers.were uot as^busy 
with letter writing us we are at1 the 
present (lay. 


The oldest writing materials were 


the wax tablets. 
These were made 


of wood or ivory, coated'Twith a sur- 
face of wax, on which the writing 
was doue with apomted{stylus made 
of. hone. These tablets served as 
memorandums, letter heads, bill- 
heads, as well as for writing exer- 
cises in the schools, letters and docu- 
ments. When it was no longer nec- 
essary to preserve them, a special 
roller instrument was usotl for ohlit- 
evating tho writing, ivnd theu the 
tablets were ready for useiagain. 


The old Greeks and Romans used 


these, wax tablets generally. The 
Komnn poet Propertius, the greatest 
elegaic poet of Rome, deplores in a 
tender elegy tho loss (A his wax tab- 
lets, engraved with the tender epis- 
tles that passed between :him and his 
hmmorr.ta. 


Tlie present century has brought 


to light many of the treasures of an- 
tiquity, among them ancient Bouian 
wax tiiblets, which heretofore were 
known only by hearsay. These were 
discovei'ed in tbe gold mizies of Sie- 
beiiburgeu, which at ono time were 
worked by the Komans. Others were 
discovered in Egypt. 
The tablets 


contained mostly mercantile treaties 
and notes of acceptance. They are 
very plain and simple. 


Tho "diptycha," however, which 


tlie Roman consuls were wonttto dis- 
tribute among their friends when 
they took tho outlrof office, were 
marvels of beauty. They were-made 
of ivory, elaborately carved and em- 
bellished on the outside. Many of 
these carved tablets, which were used 
during the middle ages as bindings 
of books, have been preserved down 
to our day. 


The Germans adopted iho wax tab- 


lets from the Romans, and they were 
very generally used during the mid- 
dle ages, especially in tho schools and 
colleges. During tho fifteenth cen- 
tury fiuch tablets were employed as 
tho exclusive writing material of tho 
University of Lubeck. Toward tho 
close of that century tho tablets were 
driven out by paper, the 'manufac- 
ture of which then became general. 


But there were some localities 


where they were used oven at the be- 
ginning of the present century, as 
for instance, in Halle an der Salle. 
It was in 1783 when they were abol- 
ished by a royal 'decree. In Suabiau 
Halle the state passed a law hi 1S12 
abolishing the use of wax tablets. In 
the salt springs of these two places 
certain expenditures, such as the 
price of wood for tho boiling of the 
salt or the distribution of the salt 
dividend, could be recorded only ou 
these tablets. 


Even as late as 2i) years ago wax 


tablets were used at the fish market 
of Rouen. There the revenue from 
the left over fish which were sold at 
public auction v/as recorded on wax 
tablets. Water, tho most formidable 
enemy of paper, luts aided greatly in 
the retention of the wax tablets in 
certain localities, until it was at last 
driven out altogether. Tho phono- 
graphic wax tubes of today certainly 
prove that history has a knack of re- 
peating itself.-- St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch.
